It is often asserted that cities can­ 
not op erate p ublic utilities as eco­ 
nomically as can 
p rivate 
corp ora­ 
tions. 
It has been p roved th at this 
i3 not true. 
There are cities in this 
state th at have municip al lighting 
sytem selling electric cu rrent at 4 
cents p er K. W. 
Sheffield, England, 
took over the street transp ortation 
in 1896. 
It p ays much better ^ag es 
than the p rivate comp any, has bet­ 
ter equip m ent, 
accommodates 
the 
p ublic better on the basis of a one 
p enny fare and m akes a large p rofit. 
For the year 1913, it made a net 
revenue of over $760,000. 
A p art 
of this am ou nt was used to p ay in­ 
terest and a goodly p art for a sink­ 
ing fund t0 redeem mortgages, bonds 
and stocks. 
N early $150,000 was 
ap p lied to a reserve fund, and $228,- 
000 p aid to 
the city. 
In 
abou t 
twelve years it p aid off 
and 
re­ 
deemed a large am ount 
in 
morh- 
gages, bonds and stocks, 
bettered 
the equip m ent and paid over to the 
city over two m illions of dollars.

I. don’t know of any­ 
one who would arhie« id lin g lt aqd 
obtaining ou r w ater from a p rivate 
comp any. 
If the city owned the trolley road 
it might run the Colonial division 
up on Broadway between Delaware 
avenue and Cedar street.

a civic center with all cars stop p ing 
there and a t the high school, the 
armory, etc. 
Organizations intend­ 
ing to build ornam ental club houses 
m ight be p ersuaded to build in t^hat 
locality.

We could also have 
comfort stations as waiting stations 
for the trolley.

trict. 
It Is very seldom that a p rivate 
corp oration will co-op erate with a 
city. 
Its p rincip al object is to tie 
the city up for a long time with a 
contract advantageous to Itself. 
Abroad ‘ they would not think of 
p u tting lights less than thirty to 
sixty feet high as low lights close 
together are considered 
the 
m ost 
costly method and cause unequal dis­ 
tribution of light. 
Imp roved forms 
of lighting are certain but with a 
p rivate comp any 
furnishing 
light, 
no imp roved form can be adop ted 
for many years. 
We are in need 
of a municip al electric lighting p lant 
about as much as 
anything 
else. 
Plans ghould be made to h ave.it as 
soon as p ossible. 
We have avail­ 
able water p ower at our door. W ith 
the trolley road owned by the city 
and a municip al electric p lant the 
electric cu rrent could be generated 
by means of steam if not by w ater 
p ower, for both utilities as in other 
cities.' 
In some cities abroad they have 
a 
municipal 
slaughtering 
house 
where the butchers purchase their 
animals on the hoof, use the facil­ 
ities of the house for slaughtering, 
and all dressed meat is inspected and 
stamped with the date. 
They are 
so constructed and maintaihed that 
they are not nuisances and no one 
can take exception to their presence 
in the city and are more sanitary 
than the ordinary house. ’ 
As city buildings are few the ap­ 
pearance of the streets can be im­ 
proved mainly throuah the regula­ 
tion of private 
buildings. 
It 
is 
well known that the 
stricter 
the 
regulation the greater the degree of 
personal 
liberty 
enjoy ed 
by 
all. 
There have been certain parcels of 
land sold in our city with restric­ 
tions as to the use 
of

The matter was presented to the 
lo a1 packers* through the board of 
trade aud an agreement of 30 cents 
per pound was made for all chickens 
of broiler size delivered on contract 
daring the first four months of 1913. 
Armed with the proposition from the 
packers and information in detail con­ 
cerning the profits of broiler raising, 
cost of equipment and plans for devel­ 
oping poultry raising as an important 
department of every business farm iii 
the county, representatives of the board 
of trade, the Poultry association and 
the Farm ers’ club inaugurated their 
canvass. 
Prior to this campaign the local broil­ 
er Industry had been carried on in a 
small way only and with little apparent 
prospect of large growth. 
During the 
■euson following the campaign over 
000.000 broilers for which the farmers 
received an average of 40 cents each 
were delivered to Morristown packers, 
fattened in the local feeding station, 
which ran its full capacity of 30,000 a 
day 
throughout the season, 
killed, 
dressed and sold as ‘‘fancy milk fed 
broilers" to select dining car, hotel 
and restaurant trade Jn the large cit­ 
ies of the south, east and north. This 
much was accomplished for the devel­ 
opment of the industry in one year. 
The same agencies are working on tho 
co-operative plan for the continued de­ 
velopment of the industry and the near 
future will add another million to the 
annual value of the shipments from 
Morristown alone. 
The newest and one of the most 
promising factors in the development 
of the industry outside the depart­ 
ments handled through local dealers 
nod packers, is the sterile egg farm. 
These egg farms, all established with­ 
in recent years, are devoting their time 
and efforts chiefly to the production of 
the “all white, sterile guaranteed fresh 
eggs." and, eliminating very largely 
the middleman, are selling direct to 
concerns supplying a hotel and res 
taum nt trade in the large cities of the 
east. 
The superior transportation fa­ 
cilities afforded by the co-operation of 
the railroads enable these farmers to 
compete successfully with any section 
of the United States east of the Miss­ 
issippi. and the time Is not far distant 
when, with a largely Increased produc­ 
tion of eggs uniform In size, color and 
quality, they will be organized and 
represented in the principal markets of 
tbs n o rth e a st and south by their own 
selling agents. 
East Tennessee is destined to become 
the greatest poultry producing section 
In the United States and that before 
the passing of many years.

T he lady w ho had ex ecuted this deli­ 
cate work w as presented with a ha nd ­ 
som e sum by the firm, and her hus­ 
band was put back In his position. 
T he police, who bad been beaten In 
their own detective field by a wom an, 
w ere Incredulous of the ex planation 
they received. 
As to the courts, in 
w hich Crock ford would have been

victed if tried —courts do not feel.
